I: Was When Carnegie Paid Out 
$2,000,000. 


STORY FROM HOMESTEAD, PA 


An Army of Beggars Made the Rounds 
o f the Different Steel M ills 


Back East. 


The last go ld piece 
the biggest 
pay day in the industrial histo ry o f 
the wo rld Has passed fro m emplo y er 
to emplo y e, writes a Ho mestead, Pa., 
co rrespo ndent. 
The wheels o f the 
famo u s “pay 
car” 
in the Carnegie 
wo rks sto pped whirling at no o n. 
It 
is estimated that amo ng the Carnegie 
interests scattered fro m Do no ra, a 
few miles abo v e, 
to 
Yo u ngsto wn, 
Ohio , 70 miles belo w Pittsbu rg, there 
has been paid o u t within the past 24 
ho u rs $2,000,000 to the wo rkmen. 
Ho mestead has been handed as her 
share abo u t $250,000 since last su nset, 
and the to wn is happy and genero u s 
It was by far the biggest pay ro ll 
ever handled here, and Pay master 
W. H. Co rbett, with his eight assis­ 
tants, are a tired 
lo t this ev ening 
fo r, after 
finishing 
with the 5,000 
wo rkmen here, they hu rried to Pitts­ 
bu rg and “paid o 
r ’ the army o f em­ 
plo y es in the mo nster Carnegie bu ild­ 
ing this afterno o n. 
Ev ery mo rning train and street car 
bro u ght into Ho mestead fro m Pitts­ 
bu rg and po ints up the riv er a lo t o f 
cripples and beggars. 
It wo uld seem 
that Ho mestead held a spring o f tae- 
dicinal wo rth. Ju dging fro m the halt 
and the blind who came in to beg. 
This army o f beggars appears to 
make the lo iinds o f the different mill 
districts o n pay day , and the beggars 
fare well, as each co rner in Ho me­ 
stead this afterno o n and this ev ening 
was o ccu pied by either a beggar o r 
a hand o rgan man, and all were do ­ 
ing well, fo r the Carnegie wo rkmen, 
with their 
big 
pay , 
o pened their 
hearts. 
The wo rld-famed ^‘pay car” in the 
Carnegie steel wo rks is u niqu e. The 
wo rkmen are paid 
w'hile at wo rk. 
No t a minu te is lo st by the wo rkmen 
go ing to the o ffice fo r their pay . The 
big pay car, fo rmerly a Pennsy lv ania 
baggage car, is whirled up alo ngside 


‘o f the man at wo rk and his mo ney Is 
‘ handed to him. The car, pulled by a 
“fiinky ,” is ru n o n the different tracks

great *mill and co mes 
within reach o f ev ery man and bo y in 
tlH’ place.

That’s 
ho w the Carnegie emplo y es are paid. 
No paper o f smaller deno minatio n 
than $50 was paid o u t by the pay mas­ 
ter.

A PUBLIC FORUM IS NEEDED.

To the Editor of the Democrat: 
Your freq uent 
editorial comment 
concerning the necessity of speedy 
action in relation to street, sidewalk 
and road improvements, and the many 
Other things that are important in the 
steady progress of our up-to-date city , 
undoubtedly carry weight and com­ 
mand some attention from **the pow­ 
ers that be.** 
But there is an unused force great­ 
er and of more effect than editorial 
comment, as the latter is more or less 
trammeled by peculiar considerations. 
I mean by this that 
an 
editor can 
hardly speak very positively on such 
matters 
without causing some per- 
aonal 
Irritation and the conseq uent 
loss of some patronage and 
dollars 
to his paper. 
The unused force that I refer to as 
being more effective, is ‘‘outspoken 
public opinion,” both suggestive and 
critical. 
A business men's club 
can 
within its meetings take up all mat­ 
ters pertaining to the interest and 
welfare of the community , freely dis­ 
cuss them and pass resolutions, all of 
which the local press would readily 
publish. 
The impression thus made 
is stronger than the comment of one 
or more editors. 
If there has been 
negligence or wastefulness in 
pub­ 
lic affairs, officials concerned will at 
once take notice or stronger public 
sentiment would be aroused to their 
disadvantage. 
It Is not often said, but it is true 
nevertheless, 
that 
“public officials 
need the freq uent spur of public opin­ 
ion to bring out their best efforts for 
the public good.” 
If taxpapers' clubs were organized 
in every township and regular meet­ 
ings held monthly , many of the bad 
places on county roads and culverts 
would 
q uickly be attended to, and 
committees would 
be 
appointed to 
bring to the notice of the county court 
many ills that could readily be right­ 
ed. 
A “public forum” should also be 
held in the columns of every local pa­ 
per to receive suggestions, comments, 
etcetera, from those who were unable 
to be members of the business men's 
or the taxpay ers' clubs. 
I may be accused of being visionary 
in thus planning for the development 
of a more general interest in public 
affairs, but in the y ears of a fairly 
long life I have noted that not much 
can be done in the way of economical 
development until a large proportion 
of the public forces become interest­ 
ed. 
Hence I believe 
the business 
men 
club, 
to^mship 
taxpay ers’ 
clubs and the public forum are all 
necessary to bring about best results 
for Sedalia and Pettis county .—Van

Pot the bulbs in August, plac­ 
ing three bulbs in a flve-lnch pot and 
using soil as for the Dutch bulbs. 
Give one good watering and plunge 
the pots in a frame or in the cellar 
where they can be covered with coal 
ashes. In about six weeks they will 
be thoroughly rooted 
and may be 
brought into the light. 
For the window garden there 
is 
nothing better that these two easily 
grown bulbs. 
If only a few pots are 
brought into the light at one time *a 
longer season of bloom can be secured 
than if all the supply is started into 
growth at once. 
It is very important that the place 
where the pots are plunged for root­ 
ing the bulb is q uite free from frost. 
The Roman hy acinths are very sensi­ 
tive to cold, 
and 
failure in their 
growth (as in the case of the Dutch 
hy acinth, too) is more often due to 
frost reaching the bulb than to all 
other cultural shortcomings combined.

Pu blic g ambling in the city 
limits is said to be dead. This is the 
declaration of the police, and the as­ 
sertion seems to be borne ou t by the 
scattering and disappearance of the 
men who promote and g iv e their time 
to it.

A Mystery and Tragedy Are Said To 
Be Associated With the Name 
and the Locality. 


Away among the mou ntains, abou t 
30 miles north of Qu ebec, there is a 
small pond in a v alley between two 
ru g g ed g ranite bills which u sed to ne 
known among the early settlers as 
Martin Lock’s 
lake, 
say s the New 
York Su n. 
A my stery and a trag edy 
are associated with the name and lo­ 
cality . 
Abou t 50 y ears ag o an Eng lishman 
of that name arriv ed at Qu ebec and 
soon after plu ng ed into the then u n­ 
tou ched forests 
north 
of Qu ebec, 
from which he nev er ag ain emerg ed 
into civ ilized life. After a short time 
he bu ilt himself a log cabin on the 
shore of the lake that came to be 
known by his name, and made it the 
center of his fishing , 
trapping and 
hu nting ex cu rsions in the su rrou nding 
mou ntains and v alley s whose woods 
abou nded in cariboo, fu r animals and 
g ame of all kinds and the riv ers and 
lakes in red and silv er trou t. 
His sole companions were two dog s, 
one black and the other white, that he 
named Nig ht and Day , and his only 
ex cu rsions into 
the 
ou tside world 
were when he 
came 
down once a 
month to receiv e his mail and remit­ 
tances, 
sent 
him 
from 
Eng land 
throu g h an ag ent in Qu ebec, at the 
postoffice at Valcartier, a settlement 
on the Jacq u es Carter riv er. 
Among 
the settlers and the Hu ron Indians 
from Indian Lorette, 
who in those 
day s roamed 
the 
northern woods. 
Martin Ijyck was held in awe, and the 
my stery of his life was relig iou sly 
respected. 
A few y ears passed in this way , his 
v isits 
to 
the 
postoffice occu rring 
monthly 
with 
u nfailing 
reg u larity 
winter and su mmer, when he bou g ht 
or ex chang ed for the produ cts of his 
traps or hu nting su ch articles as he 
needed. 
His u su al dress was of the 
g ray homespu n 
known 
among the 
French Canadian 
habitants or 
set­ 
tlors as etoffe du pay s, and for head­ 
dress a fox skin cap 
with the tail 
hang ing ov er the left shou lder. 
As time went on settlements beg an 
to pu sh throu g h the woods in his di­ 
rection, bu t he nev er oiitoriained 
v ery 
close relations with his approaching 
neig hbors. Occasionally , when in the 
early spring the settlers were piling 
the log s in the new clearing s for bu rn­ 
ing preparatory to pu tting in their 
first crops, he wou ld, if passing (heir 
way , take a hand and help bu ild u p 
the piles. 
Bu t one winter he missed a month’s 
v isit to the postoffice. It was thou g ht 
that owing to the increasing scarcity 
of larg e g ame he had g one fu rther 
afield than u su al ; so. thou g h there 
was mu ch cu riosity among the set­ 
tlers, they 
waited 
another month. 
When the second month had elapsed 
it was decided that a party shou ld g o 
u p to find ou t the reason for Martin 
Lock’s nonappearance on his reg u lar 
errand. 
When the men who had been sent 
to the reclu se’s 
cabin reached the 
lake they saw it had ev ery appearance 
of hav ing been deserted for a con­ 
siderable time, as the snow on the 
roof and arou nd the cabin was piled 
u p hig h, and there were no traces of 
a path in any direction. It was decid­ 
ed to enter the cabin and see if theie 
was any ex planation of the u nu su al 
appearance of thing s. 
When the door was opened Martin 
Lock was fou nd ly ing dead oil his ru de 
bed, and the dog s, redu ced to skele­ 
tons, w^ere dead 
at 
the side of the 
stov e. 
The man and his dog s were 
all frozen hard. 
At the coroner’s in­ 
q u est an ex amination of what papers 
were fou nd disclosed nothing of the 
man’s identity , and in time, with the 
prog ress of settlement, the man and 
the my stery su rrou nding him became 
only a memory . 
Some y ears later—to be ex act, a 
winter 35 y ears ago^—a lu mber shanty 
was pu t u p near the bank of the St. 
Anne riv er, in which to shelter some 
men who w’ere cu tting log s for saw­ 
mills on the St. Lawrence. The fore­ 
man was a French Canadian named 
Tessier. 
In the day s of the California g old 
fev er Tessier, being then a y ou ng man 
and fu ll of the spirit of adv entu re 
and self-reliance that disting u ished 
many of his cou ntry men at that time, 
fou nd his way among the pioneers to 
the Pacific coast. Bu t fortu ne did not 
fav or him as it did others, and he re­ 
tu rned to his home not rich, bu t with 
a fu nd of knowledg e and ex perience 
that made him an 
interesting and 
g enial companion, whether sitting be­ 
fore a camp fire in the au tu mn woods 


or in the 
lu mber 
shanty at nig ht 
arou nd the stov e after the day ’s work 
was done. 


There were some 20 men eng ag ed 
u nder Tessier. 
The winter was well 
on and the snow was becoming deep 
enou g h to req u ire that paths shou ld 
be du g to wherev er a tree had been 
felled for the teams to be able to g et 
in and drag the log s away on the bob 
sleig hs to the piling place. 
It was g etting on toward ev ening 
one day when one of the men at work 
j g etting ou t log s with his team called 
Tessier’s attention to a man carry ing 
a g u n ov er his 
shou lder 
who was 
crossing one of the sleig h paths in the 
woods some distance off. At the same 
time one of the lu mbermen called ou t 
to the strang er, bu t g ot no response, 
the man keeping steadily on his way 
ov er the snow, with his face tu rned 
away . 
Tessier then sent a man u p to where 
the strang er had crossed the sleig h 
track to look at the trail he had left, 
and see what kind of snowshoes he 
wore. 
Bu t the man called ou t that 
there was no trail or track of any 
kind to be seen where the strang er 
had passed, whereu pon sev eral of the 
other men at work 
set u p a cry of 
“C’est u n rev enau t; c’est im rev enau t” 
(It’s a g host, it’s a g host.) 
That was enou g h, and there was a 
g eneral stampede of the whole crowd 
to the shanty . In a v ery short space 
of time, notwithstanding Tessier's ef­ 
forts to conv ince them of the foolish­ 
ness of their fears, 
ev ery man had 
packed u p his belong ing s, and, keep­ 
ing tog ether, they all streamed ou t of 
the woods down to the riv er, where 
they stru ck the main road, and left 
the shanty for g ood. 
As no other men cou ld be had for 
sev eral weeks after the winter’s work 
in that part was v irtu ally ended. 
When q u estioned 
on the su bject 
those who had seen the fig u re of the 
man as he went throu g h the woods 
described him as wearing tig ht fitting 
clothes of cou ntry homespu n, and with 
a fox skin cap on his head, with the 
tail hang ing ov er the left shou lder. 
When those who had known Martin 
Lock heard of what had happened u p 
at the lu mber camp on the St. Anne, 
and the description of 
the apparition, 
They qu ickly came to the conclu sion 
that Martin Ty ock was hau nting his 
old hu nting g rou nd. 
Stories then beg an 
to he told of. 
how of spring nig hts settlers looking 
ou t from their 
windows 
had seen 
Martin ly o ck at wo rk rolling and pil­ 
ing log s in the new clearing s, and 
there was a g eneral conv iction that he 
still mig ht be seen abou t the remains 
of the log cabin on the shore of the 
lake called by his name. 
There hav e 
been 
g reat chang es 
since. 
The woods 
hav e been all bu t 
cleared away , and tbo locomotiv e’s 
whistle now wakens the echoes that 
then only replied to the sav ag e cry 
of the ly nx , the hoot of 
the horned 
owl and the weird 
lau g h of the g reat 
northern div er, or the crack of the 
hu nter’s rifle. 
Bu t occasionally one 
still hears a tale of some one who 
has cau g ht sig ht of Martin Lock still 
hu nting .

No mall has been re­ 
ceived in Sedalia, up to noon today , 
from the east or west since Saturday , 
ex cepting a single pouch of newspa­ 
pers from Kansas City , which arrived 
here y esterday on Missouri Pacific 
train No. 6. 
Way mail to near-by points was sent 
south last night and this morning on 
Katy trains No. 1 and 3, hut none was 
received over that line. 
Today mail 
was sent out on Missouri Pacific train 
No. 27 and was received from the 
west on train No. 6. 
The Missouri Pacific bridge over the 
Lamine river. Just east of OttervlUe, 
went out at an early hour y esterday 
morning, and train No. 8, in charge of 
Conductor Frank Mount, had an ex ­ 
ceedingly narrow escape from destruc­ 
tion. The train, after passing over the 
bridge, encountered a piece of dan­ 
gerous track, and Conductor Mount 
ordered the engineer to back the train 
to Otterville, where the conditions of 
the roadbed could be reported to head­ 
quarters.

SCHOOLS OPENED MONDAY.

The public schools of the city open­ 
ed this morning for the fall and win­ 
ter term, the attendance being very 
satisfactory , the unpropltlous weather 
considered. 
The first day 's enrollment could not 
be ascertained, but the average for 
the week will be announced in nex t 
Sunday 's papers. 
The High school students were dis­ 
missed 
during the forenoon 
until 
Tuesday morning, and the pupils of 
the grade schools were dismissed un­ 
til afternoon, with instructions to re­ 
turn at 1 o’clock with the necessary 
books for the first half of the y ear’s 
work. 
The book stores did a land-office 
business during the forenoon, but in 
each case an unusually large force of 
clerks had been provided, and there 
was very little delay in supply ing the 
wants of the children. 


A Kansas City man, in the person 
of P. L. Markel, will be in charge of 
¿he Panama canal hotels, where the 
employ es of the government will be 
housed and fed during the construc­ 
tion of the canal, say s the Kansas 
City Journal. 
Mr. Markel is a son of J. E. Markel, 
of Omaha, who was recently awarded 
the contract for operating a line of 
hotels across the isthmus. At present 
the former is president of the South­ 
western Hotel association, with offices 
at Second and Main streets, but in a 
few months he will leave for Panama 
to be absent, ex cept for occasional 
visits to the United States, for about 
five y ears. This morning he returned 
from Omaha, where he had been to 
confer with his father in reference to 
the initial work of carry ing out the 
big contract. 
“There has been a-whole lot of rot 
circulated about this contract,” said 
Mr. Markel y esterday afternoon. “In 
the first place, it does not amount to 
$50,000,000, or any 
sum near that. 
The cost to the government will ap­ 
prox imate about $100,000 a month, or 
about $8,750,000 for the entire time of 
the contract, five y ears. It has also 
been said that father 
secured this 
contract because of his pull with ex - 
Secretary Morton. That is more rot. 
Father knew Mr. Morton when they 
were boy s, and that is all there is 
to thaL 
“The contract calls 
for the con­ 
struction of ten hotels, each of which 
must feed from 150 to 250 persons 
daily . We will have about 1.500 white 
men and about 5,000 negroes to feed. 
We do not build the hotels. That is 
to be done by the railroad company , 
and two are already constructed, one 
at Carazal and the other at Clebra. 
By September 25 I will have sent a 
full equipment of hotel employ es so 
tney can be run in first-class shape.” 
Asked if he would employ natives 
in the hotels, Mr. Markel replied: 
“Most surely not All our employ es 
will be hired in the United States, and 
we will open headquarters in New 
York at once to arrange for their em­ 
ploy ment. No I do not ex pect to se­ 
cure any of the help in Kansas City . 
It will be more convenient to hire 
those we want in New York, from 
where we will ship. This contract is 
the outgrowth of the dissatisfaction 
of canal employ es with the way they 
are being fed and the prices they have 
to pay for food. In the beginning an 
agreement "was made 
between the 
canal commissioners and the presi­ 
dent of the republic of Panama that 
the native merchants should have the 
ex clusive right to sell food supplies 
to the negro employ es. 
The result 
was that these laborers lived mostly 


o n sugar cane—they couldn’t afford 


“The white men, of which there 
are 1,500, we will furnish first-class 
board at $1 per day , and rooms at $6 
per month 
each, 
making the total 
cost of living $36 per month each. 
“Before these prices were made we 
figured it out with the commission 
that laborers generally in this country 
have to pay from 40 to 50 per cent of 
their wages for their living; and it is 
the same with the clerks and other 
salaried men in the cities; the clerk 
who gets $60 pay s $30 a month for 
his living; when his salary runs up 
to $160 a month, he usually contrives 
to spend $80 of It. So we figured on 
the canal to keep down the cost of 
living to from 40 to 50 per cent of the 
salaries. 
The Jamaica negroes get 
from $1.75 to $2.25 per day each, sli­ 
ver, which is equal to from 9 0 cents 
to $1.10 each, gold, so the commission 
held down the cost of living for them 
to 45 cents. 
Most of the clerks get 
from $150 to $175 per month, and no 
one gets less than $100, so their liv­ 
ing is made comparatively cheap. 
“I like the climate; it is not half 
as had as it has been painted. It is 
very hot in the sun from 10 a. m. to 
4 p. m., hut in the evening it is cool 
and comfortable. 
There were seven 
cases of y ellow fever on the isthmus 
while I was there, hut the sanitary 
commission is working wonders in 
cleaning up the zone under the Juris­ 
diction of the canal commission.

The PlTal facUons In the rep ublican 
p arty —^the “stand p atters” and the 
tnrifl reformers—^are growing more 
a nd mo re antagonistic as time p asses, 
a nd it now ap p ears that that p arty 
will be as badly divided in 190 6 as the 
demo cra tic p arty was in 1894. 
The democrats fought each other 
o v er the money Question, while the 
rep nbUcans are at loggerheals over 
the tariff—both questions which deep ­ 
ly affect the p ockets of the American 
peo ple.

**Some of the p artisan editors of 
Iowa are ex p ressing fear that the con- 
troy ersy between Governor Cummins 
and Secretary Shaw may disrup t the 
p arty in that state, but what can they 
do about it?

likely that neither is esp ecially fond 
the other, but their p ersonal dif- 
fe re n l^ could easily be reconciled 
but for the fundamental antagonism 
between their ideas. Secretary Shaw 
Is p lutocratic in his sy mp athies; he 
beUeves that legislation should take 
care of the rich, and that the rich can 
safely be left to take care of the p oor. 
Tell him the story erf Dives and La- 
sarus and he will insist that Lazarus 
was a lucky man to live near enough 
to Dives to get the crumbs. Cummins, 
on the other hand, is a reformer, and 
be naturally can have no dealings 
with a man 
who holds Mr. Shaw's 
views. If they were to agree to drop 
all 
their 
p resent differences 
they 
would fall out tomorrow over some 
new question because they view all 
questions from op p osite stand-p oints. 
“Governor Cummins calls the secre­ 
tary a ‘standp atter,* and p oints out 
that 
the standp atters 
have alway s 
been the defenders 
of 
entrenched 
wrong. Secretary Shaw considers the 


they are blue in the face; congress 
may p ass any kind of legislation it 
may see fit to amuse itself with; the 
p resident may send many eloquent 
messages: individuals may comp lain 
and conventions may 
resolve; the 
p resent conditions will go on uncheck- 
ed. 
A thousand statutes 
will not be 
worth the p ap er they are p rinted up ­ 
on until the country gets ready to 
have them enforced and is willing to 
endur# the results of the enforce­ 
ments, whatever the result may be. 
It will come to this and nothing 
else; for the moment we admit there 
can ex ist a p ower like the beef trust, 
greater than the law, indep endent of 
the government, and inimical to the 
general welfare, that moment there 
Is no more rep ublic, hut only on irre­ 
sp onsible 
and 
arbitrary 
oligarchy 
against which, logically , 
no citizen 
can have p rotection or any certainty 
of his rights.

000 worth 01 iron and wooden bridges. 
They have swep t away many similar 
bridges In Kansas City . But not one 
natural stone arch has been destroy ­ 
ed or even damaged. The loss in the 
cases of iron bridges demolished is 
not to be measured in the cost of 
those structures alone. Farmers who 
have had to ford streams or go many 
miles out of their 
way to another 
crossing can testify to the annoy ance 
and loss which bad bridge construc­ 
tion has entailed. 
The p roof of the 
p udding is in the eating. Aside from 
every consideration of good taste in 
road construction and of the advant­ 
age of giving emp loy ment to home la­ 
bor, the sup eriority 
of the natural 
stone arch over other form of con­ 
struction has been p roved by disas­ 
trous and costly ex p erience. 
It may 
be wondered w^hether, in view of this 
demontrated advantage of the stone 
bridge, the county and municip al au­ 
thorities—and p articularly the coun­ 
ty court—will continue the p olicy of 
awarding 
ex p ensive 
contracts for 
steel or iron bridges.’*

Two Iowa authorities on agricul­ 
ture are attracting attention 
with 
their resp ective ideas as to how seed 
com may be best selected. The rec­ 
ommendation of one of them, widely 
quoted last y ear, is to test the seed 
before p lanting it, say s the Leaven­ 
worth Times, while the other urges 
that the seed be gathered at a time 
when it is known to be sound, and 
that it be so taken care of that it 
will not be necessary to dep end en­ 
tirely up on the tests. 
The second 
declares that if the p lanters of his 
state will select their seed now and 
take care of it during the winter, 
with a favorable season Iowa will 
grow 100 millions of bushels of corn 
more than the record of any y ear will 
show. 
“No matter what the y ield 
may be,’’ he say s, “no p erson well 
imformed on this subject will deny 
that with good seed the average y ield 
would have been Increased from five 
to eight bushels p er acre. At 45 cents 
p er bushel, the p resent p rice of corn, 
the state will lose $20,250,000—this 
enormous sum lost through downright 
negligence—a loss that could have 
been p revented by securing good seed 
in the p rop er manner. Added to this 
will be the loss sustained by imma­ 
ture corn on account of rep lanting, 
aggregating several 
millions mor% 
and all this loss because too many 
of the farmers of Iowa select seed 
corn in the sp ring, instead of in the 
fall of the p receding y ear.’*

Timely Suggestions Are Made for the 
Benefit of Those Who Sell 
Country Produce. 


Eggs can usually be marketed at 
some p rice, but the shrewd economiz­ 
er watches so closely at this p oint 
that she may easily turn the account 
from one cf barely holding its own 
or even loss into a handsome p rofit, 
say s a farm journal. It does not do 
to let things run themselves. 
Even 
the egg is worth the best p rice p ossi­ 
ble. 
A large 
majority 
market at the 
country store, 
taking in ex change 
goods at the p rice asked. Now it of­ 
ten hap p ens that eggs are a cent or 
two lower than could be obtained by 
shifting out a little, and groceries cor­ 
resp ondingly higher. 
Thus the mid­ 
dleman gets the p rofit both way s. 
Some who find money in p oultry 
secure a few' choice customers in a 
neighboring city or town to which they 
deliver goods weekly at retail p rices, 
or often a little in advance of these 
after they have established a rep uta­ 
tion for having first class article. 
This would scarcely be p rofitable 
if eggs alone w'ere to be marketed. 
But butter also finds ready sale in 
the same w'ay , and one may usually 
thus disp ose of any thing used In the 
family . 
One often has a small quantity of 
choice fruit, vegetables or even Jellies 
or canned goods w'hich might not be 
readily disp osed of at the stores, but

A. P. Burton, a Boston bird lover,

The scene now shifts from Europ e 
to America, and In America to thw 
little New York village of Hy desviUw 
through which, early in the y ear 1848, 
ran a rumor that “sp irits” were haunt­ 
ing the house of a farmer named Fox 
and had made their p resence known 
by loud knockings, Kiy s Public Op in­ 
ion. 
On the evening of the 31st of 
March this rumor received confirmai- 
tlon when Mrs. Fox carried to sev­ 
eral neighbors the astounding infor­ 
mation that in answer to a challenge 
from one of her y oung daughters the 
“sp irits” had time and again given the 
ex act number of “rap s” requested. At 
word of this some 10 or 12 p eop le hur­ 
ried to the Fox home, 
where the 
“sp irits,” nothing abashed by the un­ 
wonted gathering, p roceeded to rap 
out p recise details regarding the p er­ 
sonnel, ages, etc., of families resi- 
dent nearby , and even to indicate that 
a murder had been committed in the 
house some y ears before. 
A few evenings afterward it waa 
affirmed through the same source that 
the remains of the murdered man had 
been buried in the cellar, and subse­ 
quently bones thought to be human 
were actually discovered there. *1110 
incident, of course, made considerable 
stir, and hundreds came to hear the 
“rap p ings” which, singularly enough, 
develop ed only in the p resence of the 
two Fox children, 
Margaretta and 
Catherine. It was not long, however, 
before rep orts of similar “rap p ings” 
came from other p arts of the country ,, 
and the belief that a means of bridg­ 
ing the gulf between the here and the 
hereafter had at last been discovered 
grew rap idly , sp reading first through 
the Eastern states and then to all 
sections of the union. 
In a word, 
modern sp iritualism had been bom. 
That learned men demonstrated how 
the “rap p ings” could be p roduced by 
rap id movements of the toe or knee 
joints, that the Fox sisters confessed 
they had so p roduced them, and that 
ex p osures of fraudulent p ractices ott 
the p art of other “mediums” were 
frequent, served not at all to retard 
the p rogress of the new religion—for 
religion it sp eedily 
became—^whicb 
gained converts in such numbers that 
by 1854 the “New England Sp ir!tna$ 
ists' association” felt warranted in 
claiming that “nearly two million of 
p eop le in our nation, with hundreds 
of thousands of p eop le in other lands, 
are already believers in sp iritualism,” 
a statement w'hich even unfriendly ob­ 
servers saw no reason for considering 
ex travagant. Nor were the converts 
confined to any one class, although, 
as might have ex p ected, the greater 
number came from the ranks of those 
who found themselves unable to ac-‘ 
quiesce in the dogmas of Christiantity 
and welcomed 
the 
“rap p ings” as 
p roof p ositive that they might never­ 
theless entertain hop e in a future life

The 
wild blood infused in its v eins ren­ 
ders a'wide range essential to thrift. 
And if there are neighbors on two or 
more sides already engaged in turkey - 
raising, consider the danger that two 
or more flocks will get together anJ 
cause a neighborhood entanglement 
of an unpleasant sort. 
Somet.mes tt 
is best to stick to the chickens and 
ducks, rather than Quarrel ov er rov ­ 
ing turkey s, or raise birds for others 
to feast upon.

small, much 
more tender than chicks. More care 
Is reguired in keeping them absolute­ 
ly dry and warm. Sunshine, if not too 
hot. Is their best medicine. The turk­ 
ey mother is v ery much more success­ 
ful than the hen for this reason; she 
Is nev er in a hurry .

The majority prefer to giv e the first 
sitting of eggs to nens and thus in­ 
duce the turkey to commence lay ing 
again. By confining the hen on dewy 
mornings and rainy day s this meth­ 
od is often successful. 
And in a 
few day s the old turkey will hav e set 
up housekeeping again. Keep up con­ 
tinual warfare against mites by dust­ 
ing hens and nests often with Insect 
powder. 
Giv e 
the 
y oung 
turkey s bread­ 
crumbs lor the first few day s. Later, 
curd, and 
finally 
wheat and other 
grain may be added to the bill of fare. 
Feed liberally . 
Those with the tu^ 
key will find enough weed seeds and 
Insects that they will grow, and grow 
plump on their own bill of fare. But 
y ou want to keep them tame; want to 
hav e them roost at home. 
So feed 
well night and morning. 
As with chicks, the two chief dis­ 
eases are bowel trouble and gapes. 
Av oid chill and 
dampness as safe­ 
guards against the former. 
As for 
the latter, the old turkey , taking her 
brood In fresh fields Immune from 


natural product could be Improved in 
this particular. She commenced feed­ 
ing her hens on different foods which 
she deemed might have some effect 
along the desired 
line,

essary place, say s the New York Tel­ 
egram. 
There is a big demand for all sizes 
and varieties just nov/, for women are 
beginning to realize what an air of 
cheerfulness it gives a house to have 
green foliage growing in box es out­ 
side their windows, or 
in wooden 
tubs placed at either side of the front 
door. 
If there are flower beds they 
are filled with dark, rich looking green 
trees, in this way beautify ing the sur­ 
roundings that would otherwise be 
marred by the uneven bare spots. 
Another attractive way of using fir 
trees if there is a lawn in front of the 
house is by planting small ones on 
either side of the walk.

remembered is that they must not be 
too close together, for if the foliage 
touches and the branches interlock 
so that the air does not radiate freely 
about the leaves and needles they will 
turn a dull brown that is not desira­ 
ble. 
The small blue spruce that grows 
to a point and has needles that are a 
real sky blue makes a handsome box 
and has a healthy resinous odor.

for fifty cents each, making the net 
price of a fifty -four inch box , where 
the trees are set nine inches apart, 
only $3. 
The trees that are put In tubs to 
decorate steps and porches are much 
larger than 
those 
planted 
in the 
box es, but not too big for a vroman to 
set out, unless she finds them heavy . 
In a wooden tub painted dark green, 
such as are freq uently used for rub­ 
ber plants and palms, the evergreens 
should be put, in plenty of rich, black 
dirt. 
For one three and a half feet 
high, a good size for a piazza, the pot 
or tub must be at least twelve Inches 
in diameter and if it is fifteen inches 
he shrub will probably thrive better. 
One of the handsomest and show- 
est for this use is the spreading um- 
arella piue of Japan, so called be­ 
cause of the resemblance to an um­ 
brella. It has long, heavy , green nee­ 
dles. and gives out a pungent odor 
ike cedar. One of these, three and a 
half feet high, costs about $5. 
For borders along walks the most 
attractive species are the box wood 
and golden privet that have dense fo­ 
liage and heavy leaves instead of nee­ 
dles. The box wood is freq uently pre­ 
ferred because of its deep, dark green, 
but the other has many admirers be­ 
cause of its golden tints. For a bor­ 
der they should be about three feet 
high and sell 
for 
$2.50 and $3.75 


apiece. 
The same care should he taken in 
planting these as was necessary with 
the window box trees, for the branch­ 
es should not touch, and to av oid this 
the roots must be at least a foot or 
fifteen Inches apart.

NOT READY FOR FBbACÉ« 


The capital necessary for this work 
could easily be supplied out of the 
amount of our present overtax ation. 
Mr. Howitz, the eminent Dutch for­ 
est conservator, made a special report 
on Ireland, and declared that had the 
forests of Ireland been protected and 
fostered they would now represent a 
value of £ 100,000.000. In every other 
European country forests are regarded 
as a great national asset. 
In Ireland 
they have been ruthlessly destroy ed. 
It has been estimated, on a basis of 
calculation by Mr. Howitz and various 
ex perts, that there are 3,000,000 acres 
of land in Ireland which could profit­ 
ably be planted, and it is calculated 
that though such an operation would 
need an annual ex penditure of a large 
sum for twenty -five y ears, at the end 
of that time there would result an 
annual profit of about £ 
3,000,000 a 
y ear. 
This operation also would be 
easy had Ireland at her disposal for 
works of national utility the millions 
which are now wrung from her every 
y ear, and ex pended without a thought 
of the well-being of the nation.
